The Company’s bankers have authorized loans to the Company totalling $2,250,000, $1,000,000 at the prime 
bank rate plus 1/10 of the prime bank rate and $1,250,000 at the prime bank rate plus 1%. Said bank loans are 
secured by the pledge of all the outstanding shares of C.LH.R.C. Limitée.

$140,000, the balance being available for working capital purposes.

As the majority shareholders of the Company have undertaken to cause the Company and C.H.R.C. Limitée to 
repay, on the occasion of a public offering of shares of the Company, the outstanding balances owing to Canadian 
Cablesystems Limited and referred to in (3) and (4) respectively, said outstanding balances are considered current 
in view of the offering by this prospectus.

The Company is a constrained-share company. As a result, the directors of the Company shall refuse to permit a 
transfer of shares in the capital of the Company if the registration of such transfer might, in the opinion of the 
directors, adversely affect the eligibility of the Company or any of its subsidiaries to hold a broadcasting licence 
under the Broadcasting Act (Canada). 


Subject to the prior rights to dividends of the preferred shares issued or which may be issued, the Class A common 
shares carry a prior right to dividends to the extent of $0.24 per share per year. After such amount per share has 
been paid or set apart for payment, the Class B common shares are entitled to dividends amounting to $0.24 per 
share per year. The Class A and Class B common shares participate equally, share for share, in any additional 
distribution of dividends in any one fiscal year. In the case of the Class A and Class B common shares, dividends are 
non cumulative. The Class A common shares are non voting unless and until their holders fail to receive during 24 
consecutive months dividends at the minimum annual rate of $0.24 per share. 


Reference is made to Note 5 to the Financial Statements on pages 24 and 25 for “share incentive plan’’. 


50,000 Class A Common Shares have been reserved for issue upon conversion of the 5% cumulative, purchasable, 
convertible Series A Preferred Shares. ;

Share Reclassification and Subdivision 


Prior to supplementary letters patent granted to the Company on April 7, 1972, the capital stock of the Company 
consisted of Class A and Class B Preferred Shares and of Class A and Class B Common Shares. Such Preferred Shares 
were then cancelled and such Common Shares were reclassified and subdivided into 1,908,125 Class A and 221,875 
Class B Common Shares. 


Prior to the reclassification, the Class A and Class B Common Shares participated equally, share for share, in all 
dividends paid by the Company. 


As a result of the reclassification (subject to the prior rights of the holders of the Preferred Shares, issuable in 
series, already issued or that may be issued in the future), the Class A Common Shares carry a prior right to dividends 
to the extent of $0.24 per share per year. After such amount per share has been paid, the Class B Common Shares are 
entitled to dividends amounting to $0.24 per share per year. The Class A and Class B Common Shares participate 
equally, share for share, in any additional distribution of dividends in any one financial year. In either case, the 
dividends are non cumulative.

On November 13, 1972, the directors of the Company declared a dividend of $0.06 per Class A Common Share 
payable on November 28, 1972 to shareholders of record on the same date. The Purchasers of the Class A Common 
Shares offered hereunder will not be entitled to such dividend. 


Concurrently, the directors of the Company declared and set aside for payment the portion of the dividend on the 
5% cumulative, purchasable, convertible, Preferred Shares Series A accrued from October 6, 1972 to November 30, 
1972 payable on August 31, 1973 to shareholders of record on the latter date. 


Dividend Policy 


The Company’s directors intend to declare dividends at an annual rate of $0.24 per Class A Common Share. The 


payment of dividends on the Class A Common Shares will ultimately be determined on the basis of earnings and 
financial requirements. 


Canadian Control Regulations 


By an order of the Governor in Council, the Canadian Radio-Television Commission (“CRTC’’) has been directed 
to issue or to renew broadcasting licences only to Canadian citizens or corporations which meet certain Canadian 
ownership criteria. The effect of the Order-in-Council may be summarized as requiring that any corporation, in order to 
be licensed, must be incorporated under the laws of Canada or a province of Canada; that its chairman or other 
presiding officer, and each director or other similar officer, must be Canadian citizens; and that at least four-fifths of its 
issued shares having full voting rights under all circumstances, and shares representing in the aggregate at least 
four-fifths of its paid up capital, must be beneficially owned by Canadian citizens or by corporations other than 
corporations controlled directly or indirectly by citizens or subjects of a country other than Canada. The 
Order-in-Council provides that if the CRTC is of the opinion that any corporation is effectively owned or controlled 


otherwise than in the manner permitted above, such corporation shall be deemed ineligible to receive or hold a 
broadcasting licence. 


Restrictions on Ownership and Transfer of Shares 


The ownership and transfer of all shares of the Company are restricted to enable the Company and its subsidiaries 
to comply with the requirements referred to under “Canadian Control Regulations’ above. The Company being a 
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“constrained-share company”, its directors shall refuse to permit the registration of a transfer of any share that would, 
in their opinion, jeopardize the eligibility of the Company or any subsidiary to be licensed as a broadcasting 


undertaking within the meaning of the Broadcasting Act. Reference is made to ‘Description of Share Capital” on page 
17. 


Underwriting 


Pursuant to an agreement dated November 13, 1972 (the ““Agreement’’), the Selling Shareholders have agreed to 
sell, and Nesbitt Thomson Securities Limited (the ‘““Underwriter’”) has agreed to purchase the Class A Common Shares 
offered hereby not later than December 15, 1972, at a price of $7.755 per share, being an aggregate consideration of 
$4,653,000, payable against delivery. 


The obligation of the Underwriter under the Agreement may be terminated at its discretion on the basis of its 
assessment of the state of the financial markets and may also be terminated on the occurrence of certain stated events. 
The Underwriter is, however, obligated to take up and pay for all such shares if any of the shares are purchased under 
the Agreement. 


Pursuant to the Agreement, each of the Selling Shareholders and the Company have agreed not to sell or otherwise 
dispose of Class A Common Shares in the capital stock of the Company for a period of 90 days following the delivery 
of the shares offered hereby or the expiry of the period of distribution thereof to the public, whichever is later, without 
the prior approval of the Underwriter. 


Nothing in the Agreement prevents the Underwriter from selling any of the Class A Common Shares offered by this 
prospectus to directors, officers or employees of the Company or its subsidiaries. 


Business 

General 

The Company owns and operates two television broadcasting stations in the Quebec City area. The first, 
CFCM-TV, Channel 4, is an independent French language television station. It is rated No. 1 in the area, with a 
substantial margin over its nearest competitor, by the BBM Bureau of Measurement (“BBM”’’), a non-profit organization 
composed of broadcasters, advertisers and advertising agencies. The second, CKMI-TV, Channel 5, is affiliated to the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation, and carries English language programming in a predominantly French speaking 
area. 


In February 1972, the Company agreed to purchase, subject to approval by the CRTC, all the outstanding shares of 
C.H.R.C. Limitée, Radio Laval Inc. and Hardy Radio & Television Limited. CRTC approval was obtained on July 12, 
1972 and the transactions were completed with effect as at September 1, 1972. Further particulars in this respect 
appear under the heading “Material Contracts” on page 17. 


Through these newly acquired subsidiaries, the Company owns and operates Radio Stations CHRC-800-AM and 
CHRC-98.1-FM in the Quebec City area and CKLM-1570-AM in the Montreal area. 


Hardy Radio & Television Limited is a sales representative acting on behalf of the Company and its subsidiaries and 
other unrelated stations. 


Unless the context otherwise indicates, reference to the Company includes its subsidiaries. 


Television Broadcasting 


CFCM-TV commenced broadcasting on Channel 4 in July, 1954 and CKMI-TV on Channel 5 in March, 1957. The 
television studios, transmitters and tower are located in Ste-Foy, a suburb of Quebec City. The building contains 
approximately 35,000 square feet of floor space and houses two television studios and two control rooms as well as the 
administration offices of the Company. The television equipment includes four mobile colour cameras, one mobile unit, 
four video tape recorders and other related production and control equipment. The facilities also include a carpentry 
shop for set construction, a graphic arts service, a film processing service and storage facilities. Both Channel 4 and 5 
operate within the same premises. 


The Company has its own maintenance department, staffed with highly trained personnel who constantly keep the 
equipment updated to moder standards. Management believes that its facilities are adequate for present operations and 
maintenance of high quality audio-visual production. The equipment, land, building and tower are owned by the 
Company and are not subject to any lien, charge or mortgage. 
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CFCM-TV and CKMI-TV use a common antenna. CFCM-TV transmits a signal of 100 KW in a circular pattern 
having a radius of approximately 60 miles. According to BBM, the coverage area of CFCM-TV comprised approximately 
1,325,000 persons in January 1972, an increase of approximately 40,000 since March 1963. CKMI-TV, which transmits 
in the English language, has a limited audience and does not significantly contribute to revenues. 


The Company derives its revenues primarily from the sale of advertising time. When purchasing time, advertisers 
consider such factors as market size, buying power, audience penetration, population mix and cost efficiency of media. 


Although the performance of television stations may be measured in various ways, advertisers commonly refer to 
BBM surveys as a guide in planning the efficient use of the media. These surveys measure the size and demographics of 
radio and television audiences. BBM issues periodic reports during the year. 


Channel 4 has always been rated No. | by BBM surveys since it first encountered competition in 1964. It has 
consistently carried more than 20 out of the 25 most popular programmes in the area. According to the March 1972 
BBM survey, the average audience of CFCM-TV from 7:00 p.m. to 11:00 p.m., Monday to Friday, was 208,000 persons, 
more than twice the audience of its nearest competitor. 


In the Quebec City metropolitan area, the Company experiences competition from one other local French language 
television station, the cable system which carries six other television channels, 7 radio stations (including the 
Company’s) and other news and entertainment media. 


CFCM-TV and CKMI-TV employ their own representatives for local sales and use the services of Hardy Radio & 
Television Limited and of another representative firm for national sales. The Company also retains the services of a U.S. 
representative firm. 


The Company has been able to increase its advertising rate for a sixty-second advertisement in prime evening hours 
from $145 in January 1962 to $400 at present on CFCM-TV, and from $30 in January 1962 to $48 on CKMI-TV.

In 1971, the Company, together with Télé-Métropole Corporation (owner and operator of CFTM-TV, Channel 10, 
in Montreal) and C.J.P.M.-T.V. Inc. (owner and operator of CJPM-TV, Channel 6, in Chicoutimi), formed T.V.A. 
“Television Associates” with a view to providing news services on a network basis for the 3 stations. The anchor desk is 
located in Montreal with CFCM-TV providing news from the Province’s capital. The T.V.A. network is thus able to 
provide international, national and local news more effectively and at a reduced cost. In addition, the T.V.A. network 
provides live coverage of major sports events, such as certain CFL football and WHA hockey games. Public affairs 
programmes and variety shows also form a significant part of T.V.A.’s schedule. 


Of the 118 hours of broadcasting time, in a typical week, the Company produces 40 hours and 20 minutes in its 
own studios, feature films account for 35 hours while filmed series account for 13 hours. The Company also purchases 
29 hours and 40 minutes of programmes produced by CFTM-TV in Montreal and other French language television 
stations. 


Radio Broadcasting 

CHRC 

CHRC-AM broadcasts in the French language 24 hours a day with a maximum power of 50,000 watts on a 
frequency of 800 KHZ. The signal has a directional pattern extending approximately 50 miles west of Quebec City and 
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175 miles to the east. The transmitter is situated on approximately 68 acres of Company owned land in St. Etienne de 
Lauzon approximately 10 miles south of Quebec City. 


CHRC-FM broadcasts in the French language 24 hours a day with a power of 81 KW at a frequency of 98.1 MHZ. 
From midnight to 9:00 A.M., the programmes broadcasted are those of CHRC-AM. The signal has an omnidirectional 
pattern with a radius of approximately 75 miles. The FM tower is located 12 miles northwest of Quebec City on 
Company owned land. The Company intends to invest approximately $85,000 in new equipment and facilities to 
improve reception in the listening area. 


The AM and FM facilities are located in leased facilities covering a floor area of approximately 11,500 square feet 
in the centre of Quebec City. The facilities include three AM studios, one FM studio, one recording room, two news 
cars and one mobile unit. 


Within a year, CHRC intends to move its studio facilities into a building which the Company recently acquired 
through a subsidiary, Immeubles C.H.J. Inc. The building is located in Ste-Foy and contains an approximate floor area 
of 22,600 square feet. The purchase price of $435,000 was paid in cash. Concurrently with the purchase, a mortgage on 
the property was obtained and secures an indebtedness of Immeubles C.H.J. Inc. in the amount of $330,000. CHRC 
will occupy 11,800 square feet, the balance being leased to various tenants. 


Programming is primarily middle of the road and directed to family type audiences. It consists of high quality news 
services, popular music and involvement in community affairs. 


CHRC-AM experiences competition from 5 other AM radio stations in the area as well as from other entertainment 
and news media. Since BBM’s first survey in the area, in 1944, CHRC-AM has always been rated No. 1. According to 
the March 1972 BBM survey, CHRC-AM had, during the breakfast period, Monday to Friday, an average quarter-hour 
listening audience of 56,700 as compared to 37,200 for the No. 2 station. 


According to BBM, the coverage area of CHRC comprised approximately 1,049,000 persons in January 1972, an 
increase of approximately 47,000 since March 1963. 


On June 1, 1972, CHRC-AM has increased its prime minute retail rate from $24 to $30 and on September 1, 1972, 
its prime minute national rate from $45 to $60. 


CHRC-FM is the only local FM radio station in the area. 


CHRC employs its own representatives for local sales and uses the services of Hardy Radio & Television Limited for 
national sales.

CKLM 


CKLM-AM broadcasts in the French language 24 hours a day with a maximum power of 50,000 watts on a 
frequency of 1570 KHZ from leased facilities covering approximately 6,500 square feet and located in downtown 
Montreal. The transmitter is situated on a 3 acre site of Company owned land in Laval, approximately 12 miles North 
of the heart of Montreal. The signal has a quasi-circular pattern with a radius of approximately 55 miles for day 
broadcasting and a directional pattern, for night broadcasting, directed to the East for approximately 75 miles and to 
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the West for approximately 25 miles. Reference is made to Note 10(d) to the financial statements (page 26) for details 
with respect to certain liens on CKLM’s assets. 


According to BBM, CKLM’s coverage area comprised approximately 3,125,000 persons in January 1972, an 
increase of approximately 400,000 persons since March 1963. The November 1971 BBM Coverage and Circulation 
Report estimates that approximately 186,000 persons during the survey weeks tuned-in to CKLM. The area had a 16% 
population growth from 1961 to 1971 and had disposable income of $6,983,000,000 in 1971, a 13% increase over 
1961. 


The facilities include three studios, two of which are transistorized, four mobile units and a complete news service. 
CKLM, under its new management, is changing its programming philosophy to bring it in line with the overall 


policy of the Company. The new approach is aimed at family type audiences with middle of the road music, high 
quality local news service and involvement in community affairs. 


CKLM experiences competition from 18 other radio stations in the area. In March 1972, CKLM was rated No. 13 
by BBM in terms of average Monday to Friday quarter-hour breakfast listening audience with approximately 8,400 
listeners. 


CKLM employs its own representatives in Montreal for local sales and uses the services of Hardy Radio & 
Television Limited for national sales. CKLM’s prime minute rate is $40. 


For the financial year ended August 31, 1972, national sales amounted to $160,591, local sales to $431,575 and 
other revenues to $28,045, for an aggregate of $620,211. 


Radio Laval Inc. also owns a travel agency, L.M. Travel Agency Ltd., which does not contribute significantly to 
revenues. 
Sales Representation 


Hardy Radio & Television Limited (“Hardy”) acts as sales representative for the Company’s broadcasting 
operations as well as for other unrelated stations. 


Hardy’s head office is in Quebec City with its principal office in Toronto and a branch in Montreal. Hardy employs 
12 sales representatives who cover advertising accounts across Canada.

Broadcasting Regulations 


Broadcasting licences are issued by the CRTC, a body established under the Broadcasting Act. Licences are issued 
for periods of up to five years, subject to renewal. Of the five licences held by the Company for its television and radio 
stations, three expire in March 1973 and two expire in March 1976. At the appropriate times, applications for renewal 
will be made. 


Under the Broadcasting Act, the CRTC has power to regulate radio and television broadcasting. Radio stations 
have been directed that 30% of the recorded music played on AM stations between the hours of 6:00 a.m. and midnight 
must be Canadian, as defined by regulation. The CRTC has also issued regulations whereby, effective October 1, 1972, 
television stations are required to maintain 60% Canadian programme content from 6:00 a.m. to midnight and at least 
50% Canadian content between the hours of 6:00 p.m. and midnight. The overall effect of these requirements is to 
increase the demand on facilities for Canadian produced television programmes. 


Due to the high content of locally produced French language programmes and records, the Company’s 
broadcasting operations have always been within the present requirements of the CRTC’s Canadian content regulations. 
Thus the Company will not have to incur additional production costs to comply with these regulations. 
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Employees 


The Company and its subsidiaries employ approximately 260 permanent employees as well as free-lance performers 
as programming requires. Approximately half of the permanent employees are unionized. The Company has not 
experienced any significant work stoppage during the last five years and considers its employee relations satisfactory. 
CKLM’s collective agreement expires in September 1974. Channel 4 and Channel 5 have just started negotiations for a 
new collective agreement. CHRC is presently negotiating a new collective agreement and a number of technical 
questions have been agreed upon; a proposal on salaries has been submitted by CHRC and is under consideration by the 
union.

After such amount per share has been 
paid or set apart for payment, the Class B Common Shares are entitled to dividends amounting to $0.24 per share per 
year.

Liquidation

Transfer Restriction 


As discussed under “‘Canadian Control Regulations” and “Restrictions on Ownership and Transfer of Shares” on 
page 6 the Company is obliged, in order to maintain the status of the Company and its subsidiaries as companies eligible 
to be licensed to carry on a broadcasting undertaking, to maintain a certain minimum degree of Canadian ownership. In 
order to ensure that at all times the Company and its subsidiaries will be able to comply with these requirements, the 
Company obtained supplementary letters patent dated April 7, 1972. The directors of the Company shall refuse to 
permit any transfer of shares in the capital of the Company which might, in the directors’ opinion, adversely affect the 
status of the Company or any of its subsidiaries as a company eligible to obtain, maintain, amend or renew a licence to 
carry on a broadcasting undertaking. In order to assist the directors in determining whether a proposed transfer should 
be registered or refused, the by-laws provide that the directors may require that there be first submitted to the 
Company, or its transfer agent, a declaration signed by the proposed transferee containing certain information as to the 
beneficial ownership of the shares in question, the citizenship and the residence of the transferee or any individual 
beneficial owner or the status of control and the residence of the corporate transferee or beneficial owner and its 
association with other shareholders, as well as such other evidence as the directors may consider useful to enable them 
to make such determination. 


Dilution 


The outstanding Class A Common Shares of the Company had a net book value of $1.07 per share at August 31, 
1972. Consequently, purchasers of Class A Common Shares will, from an accounting point of view, suffer an immediate 
dilution of $7.18 in the book value per share. 


Qualification for Investment 
In the opinion of counsel the Class A Common Shares will be investments: 


(i) in which the Canadian and British Insurance Companies Act (Canada) states that a company registered under 
Part III thereof may invest its funds, without resorting, for that purpose, to the provisions of subsection (4) of 
section 63 of such Act; 
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(ii) which may be vested in trust by a company (as defined in the Foreign Insurance Companies Act (Canada)) for 


the purpose of such Act without resorting, for that purpose, to the provisions of section 4 of Schedule I to 
such Act; 


(iii) in which the Trust Companies Act (Canada) states that a trust company incorporated under such Act may 
invest guaranteed trust moneys, provided such investment is also authorized by the instrument creating the 
trust; 


(iv) in which the Pension Benefits Standards Act (Canada) states that the funds of a pension plan whose 
investment powers are determined by Schedule C of the Regulations adopted under such Act may be invested, 
without resorting, for that purpose, to the provisions of section 4 of such Schedule; 


(v) (1) in which The Loan and Trust Corporations Act (Ontario) states that a trust company whose investment 
powers are governed by such Act may invest its own funds and up to 50% of the moneys received for 
guaranteed investment or as deposits, without resorting, for that purpose, to the provisions of section 154 
of the said Act; and 


(2) in which The Loan and Trust Corporations Act (Ontario) states that a loan corporation whose investment 
powers are governed by such Act may invest its funds, without resorting, for that purpose, to the 
provisions of section 151 of the said Act; and 


(vi) in which the Regulations adopted under the Supplemental Pension Plans Act (Quebec) state that a pension 
fund whose investment powers are determined by Sections 154 to 158 (k) of the Insurance Act (Quebec) may 
invest its funds, without resorting, for that purpose, to the provisions of Section 158 (g) of the said Act.

Change of name: P 
By supplementary letters patent dated April 7, 1972, the name of the Company was changed from Télévision de Québec (Canada) 


Limitée to Tele-Capital Ltd. 


Accumulated depreciation: 
The Company applies the declining balance method, at maximum rates allowed for tax purposes, in providing for depreciation of 
fixed assets. The net book value of depreciable fixed assets is approximately equal to their undepreciated capital cost for tax 


purposes. 


Long-term debt: 
Note payable to Canadian Cablesystems Limited, in equal annual instalments on March 26, 1973 through 1975, with interest at 


prime bank rate. As the majority shareholders of the Company have undertaken to cause the Company to repay the outstanding 
balance of the debt on the occasion of a public offering of the Company’s shares, which offering is imminent, the outstanding debt 
is considered current. 


Deferred income taxes: 

Income taxes otherwise payable for the year 1971 were reduced by $203,147 as a result of claiming for tax purposes expenses not 
yet recorded as such in the accounts. Provision has been made for the taxes deferred as a result of these timing differences, and the 
1971 comparative amounts have been correspondingly restated. During 1972, a portion of the expenses previously claimed has 
been recorded as such in the accounts, and the additional income taxes of $83,069 currently payable as a result of the timing 
difference have been charged to the deferred income taxes earlier accrued.

On February 9, 1972, the Company redeemed the then outstanding 2,000 Class A preferred shares for a cash consideration of 
$200,000. 


On April 7, 1972, the Company was granted supplementary letters patent— 
— cancelling all the then authorized Class A and Class B preferred shares; 


— changing the then authorized and issued 5,000 Class A and 5,000 Class B common shares into 10,000 common shares 
without par value; 


— subdividing and changing each of the said 10,000 common shares without par value into 190.8125 Class A and 22.1875 Class 
B common shares without par value; 


— increasing the authorized capital stock by the creation of 1,241,875 additional Class A common shares without par value, 
128,125 additional Class B common shares without par value, and 400,000 preferred shares with a par value of $10 each, 
issuable in series; 


— cancelling the requirement that approval of the holders of at least 81% of issued and outstanding Class A and Class B 
common shares be obtained for any further revisions of the Company’s letters patent; and 


— declaring the Company to be a constrained-share company. 


New preferred shares 
Subject to certain conditions in the supplementary letters patent, the directors may issue the new 400,000 preferred shares in one or 
more series and fix before issuance the designation, rights, restrictions, conditions and limitations to be attached thereto. 


On September 14, 1972, supplementary letters patent were issued providing for the creation of the Series A preferred shares 
referred to under Share incentive plan. 


New common shares 

Subject to the prior rights to dividends of the new preferred shares issued or which may be issued, the new Class A common shares 
carry a prior right to dividends to the extent of $0.24 per share per year. After such amount per share has been paid or set apart for 
payment, the new Class B common shares are entitled to dividends amounting to $0.24 per share per year. The new Class A and 
Class B common shares participate equally, share for share, in any additional distribution of dividends in any one fiscal year. In the 
case of the new Class A and Class B common shares, dividends are non-cumulative. The new Class A common shares are non-voting 
unless and until their holders fail to receive, during 24 consecutive months, dividends at the minimum annual rate of $0.24 per 
share. 
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Share incentive plan 

On August 31, 1972, the Company authorized the creation of a share incentive plan for certain key employees of the Company and 
its subsidiaries under which 50,000 5% cumulative, convertible, preferred shares, Series A, of a par value of $10 each have been 
issued on October 6, 1972 for a cash consideration of $500,000. Such shares may be purchased for cancellation by the Company 
under certain circumstances. The Series A preferred shares are convertible into Class A common shares, between September 1, 1975 
and August 31, 1980, at the rate of one Class A common share for each Series A preferred share. 


On October 6, 1972, the Company approved loans to a trustee on behalf of a salaried director and to certain officers and employees 
of the Company and its subsidiaries, aggregating $500,000 and bearing interest at the rate of 6% per annum, maturing on August 31, 


1980 or on earlier dates in the case of certain events, for the purpose of financing the acquisition of the said 50,000 Series A 
preferred shares. 


6. Commitments: 
(a) The Company has guaranteed, to the extent of $310,000, payment of the Series A and Series B bonds issued by Radio Laval 
Inc., a company acquired on September 1, 1972 (see Note 9). 


(b) Under film rental agreements relating to television programming, the Company is committed to pay $148,000 in future years, 
$114,000 of which falls due within the next twelve months. 
(c) The unfunded actuarial liability for past service benefits under the Company’s pension plan, estimated at $51,000 in 1971 (date 
of the last actuarial evaluation), is being discharged by monthly payments of $320 over the next 21 years.
